The old man could not pay it, and Heber
neglecled 1o provide for i, The farm was
finally sold on a foreclnsure of the mortpege,
and Heber's parenis were turned out of duors

ol It has happoont very frequently thal coo-
ductors have omitted to puonch or cancel muny
ol these tickets, und they have been stolen from
the oflice of the scent and resold to travellers
by private parties,

“I'nis business, it now appears, has heen car-
ried on for years, and so extensively that thoa-
savds of dollars haye been pocketed and the
rudrond compuny has lost just =0 wuch money,
Soyerul doys since a youne man pamed Shaw,
who hus besn in the emp oy of the rallrosd com
puny for a number of yeurs, avd who huasalways
borne a good churacter, was arrested and plead
